Assemblyman Finney, Author 
of the Six-State Resolution, 
Keeping Watchful Eye Dur- 
ing Swing’s Absence 





Senator Ralph EB. Swing of San 
Bernardino, and City Attorney of 


Upland, was back in Sacramento 
today, prepared to push the Fin- 
ney Colorado River Six State rati- 
fication resolution through the 
Senate. Swing is in charge of the 
measure in the Senate for propon- 
ents of the river pact. ~ 

While Senator Swing was in San 
Bernardino “over the week-end, 
checking up on the contents of his 
safe, rifled by burglars a week 
ago, representatives of the inter- 
ests working to defeat the past 
resolution, were presenting every 
argument they could muster in an 
effort to swing over to the nega- 
tive’ side several of the votes Sen- 
ator Swing already had pledged 
for passage of the resolution. As- 
semblyman Finney, author of the 
resolution, was keeping a watch- 
ful eye open while Swing was in 
San Bernardino. Finney today was 
serene and hopeful. ; 

“My information,” he said to- 
day, “is that the resolution is cer- 
tain to be adopted. 

Ample Leeway Seen 

“Senator Swing had ample lee- 
way before he left and while one 
or two votes may. have been won 
over by the tremendous" influences 
that are at work, I do not believe 
~.brow-beating; < threatenin 
methods: that were’ used-with such. 
poor results in the Assembly will 
have any more effect in the Sen- 
“ate than they did in our house. 

“Members now understand. thor- 
oughly the malign influence back 
of the opposition and do not pro- 
pose to be a party to the plot.” 
Indications today were that most 
of the major issues would be held 
back this week, as a result of de- 
lay encountered by the Senate Fin- 
ance Committee in budgeting high- 
way expenditures.

A free bed or two in any 
hospital is a great necessity 


and is especially so in a com-| 
munity hospital whieh is a non- 
profit enterprise and has no ex- 


cess funds to take care of 
cases that can not, or do not, 
pay; as in the case of auto- | 
mobile accidents that are 
brought into the hospital for 
emergency aid; the work must 
be done and relief given whe- 
ther the party concerned ~ is 
able to pay for it or not. 

Out of 16 automobile acci- 
dent cases received at the Com- 
munity Hospital, six are un- 
paid for at the present time 
and collection is doubtful. A 
free bed would provide funds 
for carrying on this work of 
mercy and also to take care ol 
worthy cases of sickness, sur- 
gieal work and maternity care 
in our community.

Life a Hundred Years Ago 


(The Jayhawk) 

Here is a vivid picture of life th a Connec- 
tieut village a little over a century ago. It is 
part of a speech delivered by P. T. Barnum, 
the great showman, in his seventy-first year, 
when he returned to Bethel, Conn., his native 
village, to receive honors. 


” 


“T ean see as if but yesterday,’’ said Bar- 
num. ‘our hard-working mothers hetcheling 
their flax, carding their tow and wool, spin- 
ning, reeling, and-weaving it into fabries for 
bedding and clothing for all the family of both 
sexes. The same good mothers did the. knit- 
ting, darning, mending, washing, ironing, 
cooking, soap and candle making, picked the 
geese, milked the cows, made butter and 
cheese, and did many other things for the sup- 
port of the family. 

‘“We babies of 1810, when at home, were 
dressed in tow frocks, and the garments of otr 
elders were not reach superior, except on Sun- 
day, when they wore their ‘ go-to-meeting 
clothes’ of homespun and linsey-woolsey. 

‘*Rain water caught and used for 
washing, while that for drinking and cooking 
was drawn from wells with their ‘old oaken 
bueket’ and long poles and well sweeps.

‘“Bire was kept over night by banking up 
the brands in ashes in the fireplace, and if it 
went out one neighbor would visit another 
about daylight the next morning with a pair 
of tongs to borrow a coal of fire to kindle 
with. | 

“Our candles were tallow, homemade, with 
dark tow wicks. In summer nearly all re- 
tired to rest at early dark without lighting 
a candle except on extraordinary oceasions. 

‘“‘Home-miade soft soap was used for wash- 
ing hands, faces and everything else. 

“The children in families of ordinary cir- 
cumstances ate their meals on trenchers, wood- 
en plates. As a I grew older our family and 
others got an extravagant streak, discarded 
the trenchers and rose to dignity of pewter 
plates and leaden spoons. Tin peddlers who 
traveled through the country with their wag- 
ons supplied these and other luxuries. 


“Our food consisted chiefly of boiled and 
baked beans, bean porridge, coarse rye bread, 
apple sauce, hasty pudding beaten in milk, of 
which we all had plenty. The elder portion of 
the family ate meat twice a day—had plenty 
of vegetables. fish of their own catching, and 
oceasionally big clams, which were cheap in 
those days, and shad in their season. 


“Our dinners several times each week con- 
sisted of ‘pot luck’ which was corned beef, 
salt pork, and vegetables, all boiled together 
in the same big iron pot hanging from the 
erane which was supplied with iron hooks 
and trammels and swung in and out of the 
huge fireplace. 

“Tn the same pot with the salt pork, pota- 
toes, turnips, parsnips, beets, carrots, cabbage 
and sometimes onions, was placed an Indian- 
pudding, consisting of plain Tndian meal, mix- 
ad with water, pretty thick, salted and.poured 
into a home-made brown linen bag which was 
tied at the top. When dinner was ready the 
Indian pudding was taken from the pot, slip- 
ped out of the bag and eaten with molasses. 
Then followed the ‘pot luck.’ 

“There were but few wagons or carriages 
in Bethel when I was a boy. Our grists of 
grain were taken to the mill in bags on horse- 
back, and the women re“e to chureh on Sun- 
days and around the country on week days 
on horseback, usually on a cushion called a 
pillien, father, brother, or lover riding in 
front on the saddle. 

‘The country doctor visited his patients on 
horseback, carrying his saddle-bags, contain- 
ing calomel, jalap, Epsom salts, lancet, and a 
turnkey, these being the principal aids in re- 
lieving the sick. Nearly every person, sick 
or well, was bled every spring. 

‘“Teeth were pulled with a turnkey, and a 
dreadful instrument it was in looks, and ter- 
rible in execution. . . .”

Few people can boast of so ancient a gar- 
ment with which to celebrate St. Patrick's 
Day as ean Mrs. L. EB. Richards of Balboa, 
California, The jacket of this costume was 
made three centuries ago, and is still in good 
condition. The color is, of course, green, and 
the texture of the material wiry, resembling 
mohair in appearance. No moths or other 
destructive agencies have been allowed to 
ravage the ancient garment, the style of which 
is not unlike certain modern coats. That it is 
so finely preserved, however, speaks very well 
for cloth .of ancient weaves, for it is likely 
that cloth of modern make would have disin- 
tegrated long before three hundred years had 
elapsed.

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Training Better Than Mating 


(San Bernardino Sun) 


Recently Dr. David Starr Jordan delivered 
an address on the subject of a better race, 
a sort of sublimated eugenics. He practically 
took the ground that higher training is bet- 
ter than higher mating. He first paid his re- 
spects to war as the greatest waster of human 
capables and retarder of human progress the 
world knows. He said that the inetlectuals 
of Oxford and the physically fit of the whole 


empire were sent into the trenches to be kill- 


ed, while the scum of the London slums was 
left to continue the English race. That is true 
not alone of England. War takes the best 
of a nation, both physically and mentally, 
and the less fit are left to be the progenitors 
of the next generation. It, of course, is a 
matter of mere speculation to what point the 
human race would now have reached had not 
war constantly from the beginning robbed of 
its highest type of race for parenthood. War 
does far more than that in retarding human 
progress, but this.evil alone is enough to 
condemn it utterly; 

Dr. Jordan was not enthusiastic on the mat- 
ter of severe restrictions upon marriage and 
parenthood. He said that love is a better 
guide than offisialism in the matter of mar- 
riage. Natural selection may still be trusted 
to do a proper job of mating. What he laid 
stress -upon-as of more importance than try- 
ing to develop the human race along the line 
of animal breeding, was development along 
the line of education, and training, a plane 
far above the animal and to which it may 
not aspire. The fundamental stock of this 
nation, he said, is superior to that of any 
other. It is important what we do with it. 
He holds that it is the inalienable right under 
the constitution of the United States to be 
swell born, to. be bern free and equal in the 
opportunity to advance and develop. It is 
the nation’s duty to see that this right is 
conserved, and that every boy and girl has 
the opportunity to develop, not only physi. 
eally, but mentally and _ spiritually. As a 
nation we shall make more progress through 
right training of body, mind and spirit than 
we could possibly do by regulating marriage 
within strict lines of physical and mental 
health. If all our children are born into such 
conditions of /Aevelopment we shall have 
eugenics in its highest form.

Practical Idealism 
(By Calvin: Coolidge, President) 

The idea of charity is very old. It is in- 
cluded in the teachings of the earliest phil- 
osophers. It is one of the fundamental doc- 
trines of our Bible. It is a spiritual concep- 
tion of human relationship. It is life in obe- 
dience to the things that are unseen. 


Throughout history men have been prone 
to put their trust in other things and have 
failed. They have sought for power through 
material resources alone. They have thought 
it might be gained by the accumulation of 
great riches. They have attempted to rely on 
the naked force of armies and navies, con- 
quering by the might of the sword, 


But these forces are not the ultimate rulers 
of mankind. They are necessary for security, 
as police and criminal courts, and bolts and 
bars are necessary. They are adjuncts of 
peace. But they are negative forees. They 
do not create—they resist. They are not the 
ultimate force in the world. 


Mankind has dot yet, cannot yet, diseard 
the use of these ferces. It is significant, how- 
ever, that the great nations have at last 
agreed upon their limitation. But it is even 
more significant that civilization is coming to 
rely more and more upon moral foree. It is 
beeause the Red Cross has been a practical 
application of that principle, that it has been 
such a tremen-ions sueeess. 

It is this kind of practical idealism that is 
represented in the history of our country, 
deep faith in spiritual things, tempered by 
a hard common sense adapted to the needs of 
this world. It has been illustrated in the 
character of men who planted colonies in the 
wilderness and raised up great states around 
the church and the schoolouse: who bought 
their independence with their blooj and cast 
out slavery by the sacrifice of their bravest 
sons: who offered their lives to give more 
freedom to oppressed peoples. and who went 
to the resene of Europe with their men when 
their own liberty and the liberty of the world 
was in peril, but when the victory was secure, 
retired from the field unincumbered. by spoils, 
independent, unattached and unbought, still 
continuing to contribute lavishly to their re- 
lief of the stricken and destitute of the Old 
World; and who, but recently being asked 
for $5,000,000, immediately gave about twice 
that amount for the afflicted people of Japan.

larly fascinating in a_ stroll 
through an old burial place, where 
records on tombstones cause tooa | 
for reflection, and very often! 
amusement. It is an old custom, 
that of placing epitaphs over the 
graves of the dead, and Dr. John-' 

son observed that “we find no peo-. 
ple acquainted with the use of 

letters that omitted to grace the 
tombs of their heroes and wise 





men with panegyrical — inscrip- 
tions.” 
A good epitaph is short, and 


conveys a coniforting thought to 
the mourner, while at the same 
time it expresses ideas of grief, 
love, faith and records what is 
worthy of remembrance in the 
dead. 

The older form of epitaph in 
favor in the 18th century frequent- 
ly was a play on words, the de- 
parted’s name being the basis of 
the pun. The following on a 
stone erected to the memory of 
a scissors grinder named John 
Knott, is found in a Sheffield 
(England) churchyard: | 


“Here lies a man that was Knott 
born, 


Yet underneath this stone doth lie. 
Knott christened, 
Knott begot, 
And here he lies, 
And yet was Knott.” 





Another with a play upon words 
is to be found in Kirk Santon 
churchyard, to a man named Dan- 
iel Tears: 

“Here, friend, is little Daniel's 
tomb;

Tendencics Crowd Out Realities 


Even when a mode is, apparent- 
ly, settled, there are always: ten- 
dencies threatening the realities, We 
no sooner feel sure ef a waistline, 
a@ neciiline, a skirt or a sleeve 
length, than the one or the other 
goes up or goes down, or changes 
ite direction. It js fashion’s ‘way 
of keeping our interest, without 
which she could not exist. Behind 
closed doors the. most eminent de- 
signers work feverishly to under- 
mine the very modes that they 
created and launched; and looms 
are busy and dye-pots bubbling in 
the interests of a mode to come. 

And practically every whim of 
the designer is reflected in the one- 
piece dress. It may have littie to 
Go with coat fabrics, although it 
haa something at this time, for the 
“fabric of the coat suit may trim | 
the dress and the fabric of the «t- | 
ter line the coat. As an example | 
of this, a costume suit of Chariicen | 
~has a coat of the latter ined with 
fine French faitle; 
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namenting the smart patch pockets. 
And yet—the coat is so individual- 
ized that it may be worn with any 
harmonizing one-piece frock. 

It is necessary that only a brief 
reference be made to fabrics and 
cclors, although they are by no 
means a lesser part of the mode. 
It is just that there are s0 many 
of the latter and such a satisfying 
variety in the former, that one 
may choose as she will, but lines 
are rather more definite—so, too, 
are details of both lines and trim- 
mings. And the trend of every- 
thing that goes to make up the 
mode is toward a certain smart 
youthfulness that is indescribable. 


First-Of All, Know Yourself! 


Acceptance of the prescribed 
mode should not mean thoughtless- 
ness, but should inspire toa better 
knowledge of one’s self in relation 
to it. And when there is a wide 
variety of really chic styles, that 
embody more than one interpreta- 
tion of each separate detail, there 
is little excuse for the incorrect 
choice. The slender, the piump. 
the stout, the slrort, the tall may 
all be not only pleased, but becom- 
ingly and correctly clad. How, 
then? 

The silhouette, in a very general 
way, is slender, especially when at 
rest. But in movement it becomes 
evident that slenderness does not 
always mean a narrow skirt, for 
fullness, cleverly concealed, ap- 
pears.’ If you can stand a broaden- 
ing of your hemline, when you 
walk, then there is much of beauty 
in the fashion; if you cannot, you 
should keep to the straight and 
narrow way, and both are fashion.

No matter what your height or 
build, there are waistlines enough 
to assure you the most satisfactory 
line from shoulder to waist-— 
wherever you desire to place it.

Own Home Campaign 
Launching of an “Own-Your-}. 
Own-Home” campaign in Ogtario 
was endorsed by members of the 
Ontario Realty ‘Board in weekly 
luncheon session at the Hotpoint 
Club yesterday afternoon, and 
President C. R. Combs was author- 
ized to appoint a committee of 
three to formulate plans to be 
presented at an early meeting. 

This action followed a very com- 
plete report by James R. Austin, 
board secretary, of. the recent 
“Own-Your-Own-Home” conference 
at Pasadena, under the auspices 
of the State Real Estate Associa- 
tion, which he attended. 

Mr. Austin reported that it was 
the concensus of opinion of the 
men attending this conference that 
such a campaign should be staged 
in April or October for the best 
results and he urged the Ontario 
board to act promptly and put it 
over during the coming month. 

Speakers at the Pasadena gath- 
ering stressed the importance of 
homeowning from the point of 
view of the business man and 
banker, in that it improves the 
owner's credit; from the point of 
view of the school, educators 
pointing out that the children of 
home-owners have a better oppor- 
tunity of becoming good pupils: 
and from the point of view of the 
church. 

The Rev. William E. Corr. rec- 
tor of St. Elizabeth’s Catholic 
Church, Pasadena, addressed the 
conference. according to Mr. Aus- 
tin, and declared that the church 
stands for private ownership and 
compared conditions in Russia, 
where all land is owned by the 
state, with those in America. Dr. 
John Franklin ‘West of Pasadena 
spoke on home owning from the 
educator’s viewpoint. Henry P. 
Barbour of Leng Beach, former
